Bread made WM th any of the coarser 
flours needs more baking powder than 
w*hife flour bread. 
C o a r s e flour yeast 
breads must not rise as long as ordin­ 
ary white bread and they roust be 
baked longer. 
In making white bread you usually 
let the dough rise until It is double, 
put it into pans and let It rise until 
double the second time before baking. 
In the oven it should not rise more 
than an inch. But coarse breads should 
rise less in the pans, more in the oven 
and should buke nearly half an hour 
longer than the ordinary white flour— 
that is, for larger loaves.

Washington Pie. 


One-fourth 
cupful 
of cornstarch, 
one-fourth cupful of sugar, 
three- 
fourths cupful of hot milk, three table­ 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar, two tea­ 
spoonfuls of butter, one-fourth tea­ 
spoonful of salt, one square of chocol­ 
ate, two eggs. 
Mix together the cornstarch, sugar, 
salt and hot milk and cook In a double 
boller for fifteen minutes. 
Then add 
the chocolate grated, the beaten yolks 
of eggs and the butter. Remove from 
the fire and let cool. Bake pie crust 
until It is brown, then pour in the corn­ 
starch mixture. Cover with a meringue 
made of the whites of .eggs beaten un­ 
til stiff with the powdered sugar. Bake 
in a slow oven until the meringue 
browns.
